The Denver Post 


uto insurance pre- 

miums in Colora- 

do rose at the 

third-fastest rate 

of any state in the 
country and at more than three 
times the pace of inflation over 
the past six years, according to 
a new rate survey. 

“Colorado has seen a pretty 
significant increase in overall 
premiums,” said Neil Richard- 
son, a registered insurance 
agent with The Zebra, an insur- 
ance search engine behind the 
Zebra State of Auto Insurance 
2018. 


Colorado’s 54.2 percent in- 
crease in the average premium 
between 2011 and 2017 lagged 
only Montana at 64 percent and 
Mississippi at 60.3 percent and 
outstripped the 20 percent gain 
measured nationally. Those 
hikes don’t account for costs 
from the May 2017 hailstorm 
that hit the metro area, which 
caused a record-setting $1.4 bil- 
lion damage, but that event can 
only drive costs higher in the 
future. 

Individual premiums can 
vary widely based on the car, 
miles driven, a driver’s record 
and the types of coverage 
sought. To account for that, the

Embattled Eustachy bows out at Colorado State

It’s official. Larry Eustachy’s 


time as the Colorado State Uni- 
versity men’s basketball coach 
has come to an end, less than six 
years after it started. 

The coach who said he wanted 


to finish his career with the Rams 
resigned Monday, following an 
internal investigation, led by ath- 
letic director Joe Parker, of his 
conduct and treatment of players, 
auniversity source told The Den- 
ver Post. CSU later confirmed the 
departure. 

CSU will pay the 62-year-old 


Eustachy a total of $750,000 in 
three installments (July 1; Jan. 1, 
2019; and March 1, 2019) after his 
paid administrative leave ends 
July 1. 

The sides had been negotiating 
an exit since Feb. 8, when CSU 
decided it would not retain Eu-

Sweeping, state-ordered 
reform of youth lockup 
centers has improved the 
culture at the facilities.

Several of the cold, concrete 
rooms once used for the solitary 
confinement of Colorado youths 
in lockup now hold lounge chairs, 
teddy bears and, in some cases, 
video games. 

That’s because the state Divi- 
sion of Youth Services — no lon- 
ger called “Youth Corrections” 
because of 2017 state law that or- 
dered sweeping reform — hasn’t 
been using seclusion nearly as 
often. 

The division, which includes 10 
state-run youth centers, has de- 
creased seclusion stays from 302 
per month two years ago to 94 per 
month by its most recent tally in 
January. Each stay is, on average, 
about 35 minutes. 

Violence inside detention cen- 
ters also has dropped, according 
to division statistics. The number 
of youth-on-staff assaults per 
month reached a high of 22 in De- 
cember 2015 and was at 12 last 
month. 

The changes have come after 
intense scrutiny of the youth cor- 
rections system, including a blis- 
tering Colorado Child Safety 
Coalition report last year that de- 
tailed pain-compliance tech- 
niques used to subdue youths and 
a body restraint called the “wrap.”

Dreamers’ fate 
must advance 
through courts

WASHINGTON» The Supreme 
Court on Monday rejected the 
Trump administration’s highly 
unusual bid to bypass a federal 
appeals court and get the justices 
to intervene in the fate of a pro- 
gram that protects hundreds of 
thousands of young immigrants 
from deportation. 

The announcement means the 
case affecting “Dreamers” will 
have to work its way through the 
lower courts before any Supreme 
Court ruling is possible. The case 
could become moot if Congress 
takes action in the meantime. 
Right now, however, efforts to ad- 
dress the issue in Congress have 
hit a stalemate.
